Five of the wounded, one a lieut­ 
enant of police whose throat was cut 
by a ftrlker, have 
severe injuries 
Eight other policemen are woun led. 
The police have rioters well under con­ 
trol. but every pn raution is being 
taken to prevent a further outbreak 
of disorder, and all the police and ru­ 
ral guards in the suburbs have been 
summoned to concentrate in Havana 
The strike, which at first only con­ 
cerned the cigar workers, became gen­ 
eral yesterday by the calling out of all 
trades In sympathy with the eigar- 
makers. 
All the tradespeople eloped 
their doors, clerks, cooks and every 
class of workmen having obeyed tho 
command of the union except the mo­ 
tormen and conductors of the electric 
cars, who refused to join in the gen­ 
eral strike 
Trouble began by the holding up of 
the electric cars by the strikers, whore 
wrath naturally was directed against 
the street railroad employes. Several 
cars were held up and stoned in the 
outskirts of the city, and the passen­ 
gers were compelled to walk Into Hav­ 
ana. among these being the British 
and German ministers. 
Several cars 
were wrecked and some motormen 
and conductors were injured during 
these occurrences. 
The mayor of 
Havana and the secretary of govern­ 
ment. Dye* Tamayo, had during tho 
past week openly sympathize! wish 
tho strikers end had given orders to 
the police not to use force in dispers­ 
ing the crowds, and, under these con­ 
ditions. the police were unable to cope 
with the strikers. 
President Palma 
sent word to the mayor that unless 
tbe city authorities could preserve or­ 
der and protect the railroad company, 
the state would Intervene. The mayor 
then took drastic measures and Issued 
an edict prohibiting crowds from gath­ 
ering on the streets and authorizing 
the chief of police to kill, lf such an 
action should be necessary to p r e s e r v e 
order. 
The vigorous attitude of the 
police made Itself felt and traffic on 
the car lines, which had been suspend 
ea only for a brief period, was resum­ 
ed and was continued from this time 
forth with only occasional Interrup­ 
tions. 
The Central Veterans’ Union, hea l­ 
ed by Genera! Gomez, held a meeting 
and sent word to the labor unions that 
lf the disorders continued the veterans 
would offer their services to President 
Palma to preserve order.

Palma will not accept his resignation 
onttl the strike has been settle!.

public blames Tamayo for his active 
participation in the strike and rays he 
and the mayor are responsible for the 
riots, as he had openly expressed sym­ 
pathy with the strikers.
